It embodies the tests made on a n u m­ 
ber of an ti-freezin g mix tu res an d giv es 
a table showin g the percen tages of al­ 
cohol, of gly cerin , an d of combin a­ 
tion s of the two that are n ecessary to 
produ ce a solu tion hav in g 
a 
giv en 
freezin g poin t. 
Alcohol is still regarded as the best j 
material to keep au tomobile radiators 
from freezin g. If wood alcohol is u sed 
care shou ld be taken to see that it is 
free from acid, otherwise corrosion of 
the radiator an d circu latory sy stem 
may resu lt 
The great drawback to 
the u se of alcohol is the fact that it 
readily ev aporates an d has to be re­ 
placed. 
Gly cerin does n ot hav e this 
drawback, bu t it is more ex pen siv e. 


A n t i - F r e e z e 
Solu tion s. 
Amon g other an ti freeze solu tion s 
discu ssed are calciu m chloride, hon ey , 
glu cose an d kerosen e. 
Calciu m chloride is frequ en tly u sed 
an d fou n d to he v ery effectiv e, bu t it 
has a decided corrosiv e action , par 
ticu larly on 
solder 
an d 
alu min u m. 
This salt forms the basis of man y of 
the paten t an ti freeze mix tu res on the 
market. 
To some of these a solu ble 
chromate is added to prev en t corro­ 
sion . 
The bu reau fin ds that little cor­ 
rosion resu lts when this Is added ex ­ 
cept to the alu min u m parts. 
An ­ 
other trou blesome featu re of calciu m 
chloride is Its ten den cy to cau se short 
circu its when it gets on the spark 
plu gs or ign ition wires. 
When cold 
it takes u p moistu re an d forms a good 
con du ctin g lay er where su ch Is n ot 
desired. 
It is hard to remov e an d 
the short circu its formed by it hard 
to fin d becau se they disappear when 
the en gin e gets hot 


U n s a t i s f a c t o r y M ix tu re s. 
Hon ey an d glu cose were fou n d u r>- 
satisfactory becu u se a high con cen tra 
tion Is n ecessary to prev en t freezin g, 
an d this resu lts in a thick solu tion 
that does n ot flow freely . There is al­ 
so dan ger of depositin g su gar In the 
circu latory sy stem. 
Low percen tage 
solu tion s do n ot lower the freezin g 
poin t to an y great ex ten t, bu t they do 
prev en t bu rstin g the radiator. 
When 
su ch a solu tion does freeze it first 
tu rn s to a slu sh which mu st first be 
cooled to a con siderably greater ex ­ 
ten t before it tu rn s solid.

Stop 
watches on the brakin g techn iqu e of 
man y dru ms probably wou ld show the 
n eed for su ch a chan ge.

Man y cars hav e wires or rods lead­ 
in g from the fron t of the radiator to 
the primin g dev ice on the carbu retor. 
These rods pass throu gh on e of the 
air passages of the radiator.

thin material, an d in 
the cou rse of a

Readily Evaporates and 
Must Be Replaced. 


Letter circular No. 2a in revised 
form has just been issued by 
the 
United States bureau of standards. 
It embodies tile tests made on a num­ 
ber of anti-freezing mixtures and gives 
a table showing the percentages of al* 
cohol, of glycerin, and of combina­ 
tions of the two that are necessary to 
produce a solution having a 
given 
freezing point. 
Alcohol Is still regarded as the best 
material to keep automobile radiators 
from freezing. If wood alcohol Is used 
care should he taken to see that It Is 
free from acid, otherwise corrosion of 
the radiator and circulatory system 
may result 
The great drawback to 
the use of alcohol is tile fact that It 
readily evaporates and has to he re­ 
placed. 
Glycerin does not have this 
drawback, hut it is more expensive. 


Anti-Freeze 
Solutions. 
Among other anti-freeze solutions 
discussed are calcium chloride, honey, 
glucose and kerosene. 
Calcium chi. ride Is frequently used 
and found to lie very effective, hut it 
has a decided corrosive action, par 
tlcularly on solder 
and aluminum. 
This salt forms tile basis of many of 
the patent antifreeze mixtures outlie 
m arket 
To some of these a soluble 
chromate Is added to prevent corro­ 
sion. 
The bureau finds that little cor­ 
rosion results when tills Is added ex­ 
cept to tile aluminum parts. 
An­ 
other troublesome feature of calcium 
chloride Is its tendency to cause short 
circuits when It gets on the spark 
plugs or ignition wires. 
When cold 
it takes up moisture and forms a good 
conducting layer where such Is not 
desired. 
It Is hard to remove and 
the short circuits formed by it burd 
to find because they disappear when 
the engine gets hot. 
Unsatisfactory Mixtures. 
Honey and glucose were found uiv 
satisfaetory because a high concent™ 
tlon Is necessary to prevent freezing, 
and this results In a thick solution 
that does uot How freely. There is al­ 
so danger of depositing sugar In the 
circulatory system. 
Low percentage 
solutions do not lower the freezing 
point to any great extent, but they do 
prevent bursting the radiator. 
When 
such a solution does freeze It first 
turns to a slush which must first he 
cooled to a considerably greater ex­ 
tent before it turns solid.

Deceleration Is Quite 
Important to Motorist 
“Accelerates 
from 
five 
to 
thirty 
miles an hour In ten seconds,” reads 
an uuto advertisement. 
Very good, 
but what about deceleration? 
How 
many seconds are required to bring 
the car from thirty miles an hour 
down to five? 
It la customary to think of stopping 
In terms of distances, whereas It may 
he more to the point to consider it in 
seconds. 
The time interval has much 
to do with the distance, for even if 
a cur has poor brakes and does not 
stop efficiently, a second saved some­ 
where in the process is quite a bit 
of distance saved as well. 
By conserving even a fraction of a 
second, some drivers are able to get 
four wheel-bruke 
results 
with 
two 
wheel brakes. 
Drivers who have used 
hand brukes iu the past well remem­ 
ber the gain In deceleration distance 
when foot brukes speeded up the stop 
ping process.

Makes Guns More Deadly 
A new fire control instrument for 
the operation of anti-aircraft guns has 
been perfected by the United States 
Navy departm ent 
The device, which 
transm its electrically all firing data 
to the anti-aircraft batteries, is said 
to direct shell fire with such accu­ 
racy that anti-aircraft gunners cnn an­ 
ticipate the path of a flying plane, and 
by merely setting the fuse of an ex­ 
plosive shell can tire so the shell and 
plane will meet at a previously cal­ 
culated point.
